Pointing out that the $91,107,-
474 budget for general county
purposes for 1944-45, being con-
sidered by the board, includes
expenditure proposals which will
require a tax levy increase of
$1,700,000 and a tax rate in-
crease of about 7 cents, based
on 194344 assessed values, the
committee said:

“The items listed above can
be properly eliminated from the
preliminary budget, without in-
terference with the efficiency of
county operations, so that the
tax rate for 1944-45 need not
exceed that of 1943-44."

Complimenting the board on
its five successive years of tax
rate reduction for Los Angeles
county, the committee expressed
appreciation of the careful con-
sideration the board of super-
visors has .given to its recom-
mendations for modifications in
the county budget.

Set:by. OPA
Regulation

Five cents a cup or pot of
hot coffee, including cream and
sugar, will be the maximum
price most eating. or drinking
establishmepts. can charge after
July 31, the date when a na-
tional ‘restaurant regulation be-
comes effective, OPA officials
said today.

A charge of more than 5 cents
per cup or pot can be made
only by those establishments
that charged a higher price dur-
ing the seven.day period Qct. 4-
10; 1942, and who have filed a
statement to that effect with
their local OPA boards. Iced
coffee prices remain under- the
April 4-10, 1943, freeze.

A second Los Angeles district
effect of the new regulation lies
in the requirement that by Aug.
16 all eating and drinking es-
tablishments must post a list of
their April 4-10, 1943, base pe-
riod ceiling prices of basic items
served.
